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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that "Kopchik does not 
constitues prior art against the application under any subsection of 35 U.S.C. 102, and thereby can not be properly used to reject claims 1- 
21". Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Application claims the benefit of U.S. Provisional Patent Application No. 60/370,522, filed April 
5, 2002. However, the Provisional Patent Application 60/370,552 does not disclose in detail all of the claimed features, and therefore does 
not allow one of ordinary skill in the art to acknowledge whether the Applicant had posession of the claimed features at that time. Also, 
regarding claim 1, the Examiner respectfully points out the MPEP 2144.04, where it is stated that "the court held that broadly providing an 
automatic or mechanical means to replace a manual activity which accomplished the same results is not sufficient to distinguish over the 
prior art".

In re Venner, 262 F.2d 91, 95, 120 USPQ 193, 194 (CCPA 1958) (Appellant argued 
that claims to a permanent mold casting apparatus for molding trunk pistons were 
allowable over the prior art because the claimed invention combined "old permanent- 
mold structures together with a timer and solenoid which automatically actuates the 
known pressure valve system to release the inner core after a predetermined time has 
elapsed." The court held that broadly providing an automatic or mechanical means to 
replace a manual activity which accomplished the same result is not sufficient to 
distinguish over the prior art.). «MPEP 2144.
